John H. Sheehan, a laborer, was struck and instantly killed by 


a train near the West Berkeley stockyards last, night about 10 
o'clock. His remains were not found until early this morning. It 
is not known what train hit him. 


The time of the-accident is fixed by the fact that he left a near by 


saloon about 10 o'clock and that he had not proceeded more than 100 
yards before being struck. 


It is probable that in attempting to avoid one train the victim 


stepped in front of another train. There have been several fatalities 
of this kind at that point. The skull of the deceased was fractured' 
and there were injuries of an internal character which must have 
caused death instantly. 


The deceased was a .native of San Francisco, but for many years 


was employed about the stockyards. He was 41 years of age.. He 
leaves a brother, Jerry Sheehan, who resides at the corner of Union 
and Green streets.

The cause of the quarrel was that Stack won 100 cigars in a 


nickel-in-the-slot machine and Brezil refused to pay" the cigars. 
Stack then informed the employer of Brezil of the occurrence. 


This angered the clerk, and about 2 o'clock in the. morning he 


called at the hotel and aroused Stack. After a few words Brezil 
drew a knife and assaulted the drummer. A desperate fight was 
waged for five minutes, during which time' both of the combatants 
were wounded. 


The cigar.clerk then fled and made his way to Oakland.'

headquarters resulted, in Brezil's arrest 
sent-to San Francisco.

GERMANY TO COME BACK 


AT FRANCE 


Will Publish a Book Telling all 


About the Controversy Over 


florocco. 


BERLIN, Dec. 30.—The Foreign Of- 


fice will issue next week a book on 
the Morocco controversy 
containing 


documents omitted by the French gov- 
ernment from its yellow book and cor- 
respondence repeating the accusations 
of bad faith made against Count von 
Tattenbach-Ashold, the former special 
German representative at Fez. 
The 


whole case, from the German stand- 
point, will be placed before the public. 
Such a book on a European diplomatic 
c/Uestlon has never been issued by the 
'Imperial Foreign Office, which unlike 
other 
foreign 
offices, 
has 
followed 


Prince Bismarck's rule never to pub- 
lish such papers, but to hold foreign 
disputes in absolute secrecy. 


France's yellow book, however, pro- 


duced an effect on the world's opin- 
ion that the German Government is 
not willing to let go unanswered, and 
the decision was taken to disregard the 
former policy and publish documents 
In rebuttal of France's 
presentation, 


which it regards as that of a partial 
attorney 
determined to arrange 
the 


facts so as to produce a conclusion 
held in view from the beginning. The 
German Government resents especial- 
ly the statements designed to produce 
the impression that Count von Tat- 
tenbach-Ashold has been untruthful. 


The book Is expected to clear away 


some Impressions abroad that Germany 
threatened France.

The troops occupy a ridge along the 


boulevard. A correspondent of the As- 
sociated 
Press had no difficulty 
In 


traversing the whole region under tha 
escort of a member of the "Drujlna," 
or a fighting organization of the revo- 
lutionists. The pickets near tho boule- 
vard were then exchanging a sharp 
fusillade. 
Tho "Diujlna" did not ap- 


pear to be well organized and lacked 
regular officers 


The workmen's council was supposed 


to have general direction of the work- 
men's army, but each group seemed 
to act on Its own Initiative

The press and political engineers of Los Angeles are industrioua- 


>y picking frws in the special report made by Consulting Engineer 
Frank Olmstead on the Owens river project. It is only natural for 
them to do so, seeing that the report is rather disheartening to the 
proponents of the scheme and a grave reflection on the ability of the 
political engineers who made the original estimates of cost. It is 
now said that Mr. Olmstead 
is away off in his figures. It 
is 


alleged that he has figured on fifty miles of conduit more than is 
necessary and has included m his estimates many costly structural 
works that are not required. This is an easy way of disposing ^ of 
the expense question, but it is not convincing. It is an almost in- 
variable rule that preliminary estimates are largely 
exceeded by 


actual cost. The new Croten reservoir cost more than double the 
original working estimates and three times the preliminary estimate 
It is usually the case that many necessary structural parts and items 
of expense are not taken into account in preliminary estimates and 
are minimized or partially ignored in working estimates. 
Former 


Mayor Fred Eaton and Superintendent Mulholland of the Los An- 
geles waterworks made a rough calculation of the cost of bringing 
water from Owens river on admittedly meagre and defective data 
It was ner -ssary to reduce the estimates of cost to the lowest figure 
LtJ render the scheme acceptable to the public. Engineer Olmstead 
'had no personal or political incentive for "cooking" or inflating his 
estimates, and he had no previous off-hand opinion to defend. Ap- 
parently he dealt with the matter as p. cold-blooded business prop- 
osition, wholly devoid of sentiment, and made an estimate that 
would not in the future rise up to shatter his reputation as an en- 
gineer. It is not unreasonable, therefore, to conclude that his es- 
timate is more reliable than the preliminary one presented in a spirit 
of advocacy by Messrs. Eaton and Mulholland, however heart- 
breaking it may be to the hopes of Los Angeles.

The underlying fact of this whole matter is, and the country 


may well be apprised of it, that the Calaveras grove of big trees is 
worth something standing, but ,is worth nothing cut down. 
It is 


sixty-five miles to the nearest instrumentality for removing the tim- 
ber which would be cut from the trees. There are no 
sawmills 


quipped for reducing logs of such dimensions to lumber. 
They 


would have to be blown to pieces with powder, and in that process 
over 60 per cent of the product would be destroyed. 
The lumber is 


coarse, soft, brittle, devoid of beauty, and is in brief simply the com- 
monest redwood 
The price obtained in the markets of the State 


for this wood will preclude the possibility of cutting these trees for 
fifty years to come, and by that time the value of the grove as a 
curiosity, so long as they are left standing, will be very greatly en- 
hanced. There is no danger whatever that Mr. Whiteside will carry 
his threat into execution 
While the trees remain standing 
they 


enhance the value of his property. If he cuts them down and con- 
verts them into lumber he has simply destroyed an element of large 
value to no profit whatever. A due consideration of all the facts 
pertaining to this grove makes it apparent that however well-meant 
the agitation concerning the purchase of the Calaveras grove may 
be, it is in iact the chief obstruction to the acquirement of the prop- 
erty. Mr. Whiteside is not likely to reduce the curiosity value of 
these trees to the mere commercial value oi the lumber they contain, j 
He may be a veiy astute timber speculator, but he evidently under-| 
stands the wide difference that exists between the curios'ty and the' 
commercial value of this property. 


Dr. David Starr Jordan's statement that war would result from

The Calaveras grove of Sequoia gigantea, owned for many 


years by a private citizen, whose name is Speny, has been upon the 
market for the past thirtv or thirty-five y ears 
This statement re- 


lat;es only to the grove of big trees 
The pine in the vicinity con- 


stitutes a \vholl> different proposition. 


Whenever the owner of a piece of property believes that it can 


be made an object of public interest he comes to regard the public 
as his best purchaser for the property. The public will pay a price 
which private purchasers would repudiate wholly 
The efforts to 


seU, the Calaveras grove of big trees for purposes of preservation, 
that is to change its proprietorship from a private to the public own- 
ership, were put forth in the hope of obtaining a price not obtainable 
in the course of ordinary business transactions. 
N Failing to sell the 


grove to the public, Mr Sperry sold it to one W:uteside, including 
in the sale some 12,000 acres of pine land. The purchase price was 
$100,000, or approximately $8 an acre. 


The new owner announced his intention to cut down the trees 


in order to arouse public sympathy in favor of their preservation. 
In this attempt to dispose of the big tree grove as a separate prop- 
osition his efforts were seconded and very largely promoted by cer- 
tain ladies belonging to women's clubs 
Women's clubs lare con- 


stantly in search of public enterprises which they may promote, and 
the preservation of this grove of big trees was a most soul-sa\isfying 
project to the ladies of the clubs.

THE ' CHRISTMAS SLAUGHTER. ' 


The slaughter of trees for the New York Christmas market 


alone is one million. What it is for the entire country there is 
scarcely any means of knowing, but the wholesale cutting of young 
evergreens is enormous. 
If the thinning of young trees were done 


systematically ana scientifically the loss would be greatly minimized, 
for the reason that whe thinning process in many forests is a positive 
advantage. 
But the cutting of trees for Christmas is purely a com- 


mercial business 
It will scarcely be pretended that the clumps of 


young trees are thinned as a forester would do it. He would take 
the least likely trees in the most unfavorable situation as to light, 
air and room and leave the others. 
The choppers of Christmas trees 


for the trade, it is greatly to be feared, take the best trees and reap 
the ground bare where they begin operations 


Besides, there is a reckless disregard of the probable demand 


that is disheartening to a lover of the trees. At least 20 per cent 
of those cut are never used 
Probably with a systematic effort to 


fit the supply to the demand the cutting could be shorn 30 or 40 
per cent. How to spare the trees without becoming iconoclasts upon 
the festival is the problem of thoughtful people. Law seems, scarce- 
ly applicable to it, although the State should have a primary interest, 
since much of the Christmas tree chopping is done on public lands. 


It is largely a question of educating the public conscience to the 


point of preferring the higher and more remote good to the present 
and smaller gratification. Christmas can be enjoyed without Christ- 
mas trees. Other and artificial decorations can be devised, children 
can be taught to give posterity great benefit by depriving themselves 
of a small pleasure—Minneapolis Journal.

either speculators or Investors.

other element of risk in the market is

stocks. Here, too, the process of un- 
loading upon the public is actively at 
work and all 
sorts of questionable 


properties are selling at unreasonable 
prices. In face of this reckless specu- 
lative 
activity Is the unsatisfactory 


condition of the money market. 


.FUNDS ARE SCARCE. 


Funds are still too scarce for specu- 


lative purposes, and we are in Immi- 
nent danger of sharp squeezes In rates 
before the close 'of the year. 
When 


many stocks are selling out of all pro- 
portion to their Intrinsic value; when 
credits are extended to a degree never 
experienced In the history of the coun- 
try, and when money commands such 
exorbitant rates as have 
been 
paid 


during the current month, It Is time 
that some restraint was placed upon 
the speculative excesses that are now 
threatening the "Street." ' Bankers 
will soon be obliged to discriminate 
more closely both as to collateral and 
to borrowers. 
The situation is such 


that if any further trouble develops we 
are likely to see a sharp reaction. Very 
little confidence exists in the present 
level of values; and that means a rush 
to sell and take paper profits as soon 
as it Is generally recognized that the 
turn has been reached. 
There 13 no 


short interest in the market of conse- 
quence to support values In such a 
contingency, and the Investment de- 
mand will remain a very limited fac- 
tor while prices continue at the pres- 
| ent high level. Money Is already free- 
| ly seeking other channels of invest- 
ment, going Into real estate or other 
more profitable directions. 


RUSSIAN CREDIT.

LAS ANGELES, Dec. 30.—Van R. WI1- 


cox, the "Health Missionary," arrived In 
Los Angeles yesterday afternoon on the 
home stretch of his tramp from, the At- i 
lantic to the Pacific, having walked just j 
165 days since leaving New York. He j 
will finish his transcontinental walk at j 
Santa Monica today. 


In the course of his tramp across the 


continent "Wilcox has already traveled 
3667 miles, or an average of a little more 
than twenty-two miles a day. Wilcox 
comes from Parkersglen, Pa., and first 
gained prominence In the cause of health 
by fasting sixty days, beginning his fast 
January 37, 1904, and ending it March 17. 
Through stomach trouble he had been 
run down and weighed less than 100 
pounds, or about half his usual weight.

If the Governor had attempted to drag our School Depart- 


ment into State politics he would have been the most execrated 
man in all San Francisco. It so happens that our School De- 
partment is the only department of our city government v\ith 
which nearly everybody is satisfied. It never was so v ell con- 
ducted as now. Never was there less politics in it and never a 
greater desire to make the teachers contented and efficient. 


The dominating figure in this satisfactory condition is 


Alfred Ronccnieri of the Board of Education, v-.hom Mayor 
Schmitz has selected to be the next Superintendent of Schools. 
Boncovieri is a devotee in School Department matters. 
He 


thinks of nothing but bettering the schools, dreams of nothing 
but bettering the schools, and talks of nothing but bettering the 
schools. A few of us rather dodge him on school department 
topics, because ho is so full of his subject that he is hard to get 


haway from. No man could ha~\e been picked out of all San 


Francisco who would be more likely to make a good Superin- 
tendent of Schools than this same Alfred Roncovieri. 


Now if Pardee had turned down Roncovieri and hac been 


able to put in his place a political educator like Reginald Web- 
ster, a howl would have gone up from the parents of San Fran- 
cisco that would have made it practically impossible to renomin- 
ate the Governor next year. Webster was never anything like 
as good a Superintendent as Laugdon has been.

very probably will make an even better Superintendent than 
Langdon. So it would have been a very unfortunate thing all 
around if Attorney General Webb had found that the law gave 
Pardee the power to appoint the Superintendent of Schools for 
the city and county of San Francisco.

Out at the City Hall the outgoing officeholders are grinning

Every now and then there is a whisper of friction between 


Mavor Schmitz and Abe Ruef. I am free to say that I do not 
know how much friction there aas been. There were some dif- 
ferences of opinion about how the committees should be made 
up in the Board of Supervisors, and I am told that in that mat- 
ter Ruef had his way. Then there have^een some differences 
a=s to who should get the fat places at the Mayor's disposal,, the 
Mavor desiring to appoint personal friends and Ruef going to 
the fore for political workers. No serious differences have oc- 
curred, however, so far as'I can ascertain. 


But there is one indication of an easy way of doing things 


in the city government that is not entirely irp to the promises of 
reform made by both Schmitz and Ruef.

Dodge, Gould and others have beeu so subord- 
inated to McNab that they have lost their individuality and so 
could hardly expect to be taken up and put into a boss position. 
If Franklin K. Lane should not be confirmed as Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner, he might become a leader of the local 
Democracy, though he is disliked by both the Hearst and McNab 
factions. William H. Alford, who is a member of the State 
Board of Equalization, might become leader if he would make a 
bid for it, and there have been suggestions that Porter Ashe 
might come out and contest for the honor. But all this time 
McNab may be arranging a surprise. He is a very resourceful 
man,

•Jck Putnam, head of the anthropologl- 
^k department cf the University, Is de- ' 
Wed by the authorities. Dr. Uhle's new 
post under the Peruvian Government is 
esteemed as an Important and honorable 
place, promotion to which would be cov-'. 
eted by any archaeologist. 
•. 
The archaeological explorations of the; 


University of California in South America! 
have been in charge of Dr. Uhle, who 
spent the years from 1S99 to 1901, and 
again from the end of 1003 to the present 
time, In expeditions to P^ru, In the in- 
', 
terval Dr. Uhle was occupied In classify- j 
Ing and cataloguing his collection and ; 
preparing hia report, as well aa partlcl- ; 


- patlng1 In the archaeological exploration 


of tho California shell mounda. His first 
Investigations in Peru were mado In the ' 
vicinity of Trujillo, especially at tho rutna 
of Mooho, whero ho obtained a largo col- 
lection of tho finely painted pottery char- | 
acterlstlc of this region and of other spec- i 
Imons. 
Subsequent explorations wore • 


rr.ado at Huamachuco, also in Northern 
Peru, and at several localities In South- i 


ern Peru, mainly in the valleys of ChLn: 
cha, of lea and at Huaitar, in the valley 
of Pisco. 
In most of these excavations, as In 


those oU Northern Peru, several distinct 
types of culture were established by the 
relative position and character of the 
structures and flnds. These investiga- 
tions have made very probable a suc- 
cession of from four to six distinct peri- 
ods In the various localities. They are 
therefore Important In tracing for the 
first time a definite historical sequence In 
what has hitherto been the chronological 
chaos of ancient Peruvian civilization. 


On his second expedition Dr. Uhle vis- 


ited several localities on the coast of 
Southern Peru. 
Excavations were con- 


ducted at Ancon for the purpose of de- 
termining the historical development of 
this ancient settlement. A large collsc- 
tlon of pottery, textiles and other an- 
tiquities were obtained. 
The discovery 


cf a new prehistoric site near the main 
necropolis * resulted In the collection of 
specimens of an entirely new type and 
apparently of great age, 


On the southwest slope of the Cerro de 


Trinidad the remains of another type of 
ancient civilization, hitherto unobserved, 
were .discovered. 
On the completion of 


the explorations at Chan cay Investiga- 
tions were carried on northward along 
tho coast, In the valleys of Huacho and 
of Supe. Various sites In thoaa places 
were visited, and the ruins of an exten- 
sive ancient town near San Nicholas were 
made the subject of an extended explora- 
tion. Dr. Uhle's latest explorations have 
bean In tho region of Cuzco.

We will 


not have a true democracy in our school 
system until cliques and exclusive organ- 
isations of all sorts are eliminated." 


"Away with the high school frater- 


nity!" exclaimed J. D. Washoe, of Val- 
lejo. 
"We must eradicate it from our 


high school. It is gradually eating away 
the foundation of democracy and equality 
on which the public school system of this 
State is erected.
